3.  Organisation  of  Work  : 

The  Port  Medical  Officer  is  notified  of  all  alien  passengers,  including  stowa¬ 
ways  arriving  in  the  Port  and  arrangements  are  made  for  a  medical  officer  to 
examine  them  on  board  before  they  are  allowed  to  disembark. 

4.  Nature  and  amount  of  aliens  traffic  : 

The  majority  of  alien  passengers  arriving  in  the  Port  are  pleasure  visitors 
to  this  Country,  chiefly  from  the  Scandinavian  countries.  Stowaways  occasionally 
arrive  from  West  African  ports. 

The  total  number  of  alien  passengers  arriving  in  the  Port  during  the  year  was 

659. 

In  the  case  of  one  alien  subject  to  detailed  examination,  a  certificate  was  issued 
that  he  was  of  unsound  mind  and  he  was  refused  leave  to  land  by  the  Immigration 
Officer. 

5.  Accommodation  for  medical  inspection  and  examination  : 

Aliens  are  generally  examined  on  board,  but  accommodation  is  available  at 
the  Health  Department,  26,  Southfield  Road,  if  it  should  be  required.

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LAUNCH  “MERCIE  II" 

The  motor  launch  ‘‘Mercie  II”  underwent  an  extensive  refit  at  the  yard  of 
Messrs.  Smith’s  Dock  Co.  Ltd.,  during  June  and  July.  She  resumed  service  again 
on  18th  July  and  has  since  been  running  satisfactorily.  It  is  now  hoped  that  she  will 
continue  to  give  satisfactory  service  for  a  number  of  years. 


FOOD  INSPECTION 

Consignments  of  imported  food  have  been  systematically  examined  during  the 
year.  These  consisted  of: — Canned  pork,  luncheon  meat,  shoulder  ham,  canned 
chicken,  onions,  pineapple,  currants,  sultanas,  figs,  canned  fruit  lentils,  tomatoes, 
dried  peas,  biscuits,  lettuce,  cucumbers,  carrots,  canned  salmon,  potatoes,  canned 
oranges,  tongue,  soya  fiour,  beer. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  Public  Health  (Imported 
Food)  Regulations  1937  and  1948  and  the  Public  Health  (Preservations  etc.  in  Food) 
Regulations  1925-40. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PEST  ACT  1949 

One  rodent  control  certificate  was  issued  during  the  year.  It  was  again  found 
that  most  coasting  vessels  arriving  in  the  Port  were  in  possession  of  international 
certificates. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956 

Dark  smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels)  Regulations  1958 

During  the  year  there  were  six  instances  of  vessels  emitting  dark  smoke  during 
their  stay  in  the  Port  and  in  each  case  the  nuisance  was  quickly  abated  after  a  warning 
notice  had  been  given. 


The  amount  of  shipping  entering  the  Port  during  the  year  showed  an  improve¬ 
ment  over  the  previous  year:  3,519  ships  against  3,148  in  1963.  A  comparison  with 
the  year  1938  is  given  below: —
